While Nixon is this time 


awarded Wisconsin. Missouri 
and Rhode Island from the 
doubtfu! list, giving him a 
present edge in 44 states. 
McGovern remains s t a t i c 
with just three and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. Minneso- 
ta, Connecticut and Hawaii 
are rated doubtful, though it 
can be argued that Nixon has 
a borderline margin in all. 


The Nixon increase is indi- 


cated despite the tact that 
national polls show a modest 
narrowing of the huge gap 
between himself and Mc- 
G o v e r n . Furthermore. 
NEA's survey brought forth 
frequent comment in various 
states that McGovern s sta- 
tus had shown improvement. 
State-level efforts in his be- 
half seem in many places to 
be better organized. 


Nevertheless, 
these 


changes were 
never de- 


scribed as either substant al 
or massive. "Modest but in- 
significant" was the word 
from one analyst in a large 
eastern state. Next door to 
it a Democratic politician 
spoke of party regulars 
earlier hostility to McGovern 
and added:

balloting time nears. The 
stunning aspect of that evi-

is that McGovern 


seems to be having no mag- 
netic effect at all—that per- 
sonally he is still perceived 
in negative ways. 


To be as harsh about it as 
many voters and politicians 
are, McGovern Is again and 
again described as inde- 
cisive, incompetent and un- 
presidential.

i n - s t a t e sources reported

With less than a month to 


go and the negative view of 
him said by many sources to 
be set in concrete, it is diffi- 
cult to see where McGovern 
can find the igniting spark 
even his ardent partisans 
say he needs. The NBA sur- 
vey ticked off plenty of 
doubts, but not a single in- 
stance of a claim that Mc- 
Govern truly has "taken 
off" on a critical rlaa. 


Even the states given to 


McGovern in this report, 
Massachusetts, We at Vir- 
ginia and South Dakota, have 
been shaky for Mm. 


Still, the news for Mm is 


not all black. Veteran ob- 
lervers feel he probably will 
firm up Ms hold on Massa- 
chusetts and West Virginia, 
could well take doubtfuTCon- 
necticut, Minnesota and Ha- 
waii, and may even grab a 
few key states away from 
presently leading Nixon.

BELFAST (AP) - British 


troops tolled four more persons 
in Northern Ireland Monday as 
the government went ahead 
with plans to hold the first elec- 
tions in five years in the em- 
battled province. 


Bloody Protestant riots in the 


streets of Belfast, apparently 
spurred by the planned Dec. « 
•lection, resulted in the "acci- 
dental deaths" of a man and a 
15-year-old 
youth, 
official 


spokesmen said. 


Other troops killed two gun- 


men at a roadblock near a 
country village. 


The deaths pushed the con- 


firmed toll in more than three 
years to 610 dead. 


A military spokesman said 


the youth was killed when an 
army patrol vehicle pursued by 
angry Protestants 
smashed 


through a barricade. He said 
the mob hurled heavy metal 
casks at vehicle. 


The second Belfast death 


came when an armored car 
mounted the pavement and de- 
capitated a 36-year-old man. 


As the riots raged, gunmen 


opened fire on troops. The sol- 
diers fired back and claimed to 
have hit one assailant. Five ci- 
vilians and 15 troops were in- 
jured in the clashes and 30 ar- 
rests were made. 


The Ulster Defense Associ- 


ations (UDA), a Protestant 
vigilante group, angrily an- 
nounced that "the British Army 
and the British government are 
now our enemies. We are call- 
ing on all loyalists to withdraw 
all cooperation from the Army 
and the Whitelaw adminis- 
tration."

Sometimes 1 
get it when I've been drink- 
ing and other times 1 gel it 
even it I haven't had a n y - 
thing to drink I'm .just plain 
stumped

regular doctor now since he 
in o \ e d out ot the 
slate.

You'll need regular supervi- 
sion. While dietary control 
helps a little bit in some peo- 
ple 
with 
-'mi 
individuals 


who have recurring attacks 
should be taking medicine 
since even the strictest diet- 
ary control doesn't accom- 
plish enough. 


Individuals who have at- 


tacks of gouty arthritis need 
medicine all' the time and 
not just for the attacks. The 
idea is to take medicines reg- 
ularly to prevent the attacks 
in the first place 


You also need to take med- 


icine to prevent the later 
development of gouty arthri- 
tis, which 
is not like the 


acute attacks, but which can 
cause deformity ot the joints. 
Without medicine there may 
be a slow accumulation ot 
ueposits in the joints t h a t 
causes chronic gouty arthri- 
tis. A l c o h o l a n d dietary 
binges often precipitate 
an 


acute attack as do emotional 
(actors and some other as- 
pects of living, but preven- 
tion ot these attacks doesn't 
obviate the point that you 


need to be taking medicine 
regularly and this means 
that you need a doctor. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I would 


like to know if it is necessary 
tor a woman 63 years old 
who has had a hysterectomy 
and has been a widow for 
seven years to have a Pap 
smear every year. (Only the 
womb is out.) I have had 
four children and have been 
retired one year. 


Dear Reader—If your doc- 


tor who has been giving you 
your examinations thinks so. 
I believe you should continue 
to do so. There are different 
ways of doing a hysterecto- 
my and it's not clear what 
you mean by having only the 
womb out. Actually the com- 
plete uterus consists of the 
body of the uterus and the 
cervix. For an analogy, you 
can think of it like a fruit 
jar The body of the uterus 
is the main part of the jar 


and the rim of the jar where 
the lid is screwed on repre- 
sents the cervix. Sometimes 
w h e n a hysterectomy is 
done, only the body cf the 
uterus is removed and the 
cervix is left in. In this case. 
a woman can still develop 
cancer of the cervix and a 
regular examination with a 
Pap smear is indicated. In 
other instances the entire 
uterus is taken out, including 
the cervix. In these instances 
a woman is most unlikely to 
develop a cancer. Theoreti- 
cally. she might develop one 
of the vaginal wall but these 
are relatively rare.
